MANCHESTER, NEW HAMPSHIRE—Hendrix Electronics, Inc. re-emphasized its 
market leadership in Optical Character Recognition (OCR) products with 
the announcement of underlined text processing for its TYPEREADER product 
line. The Hendrix TYPEREADER 2 OCR product, when equipped with the under¬ 
line option, can recognize and process underlined copy produced in single 
space at 10 or 12 characters per inch. 

This technological breakthrough removes the last format restriction in 
OCR scanning which had previously prevented first-time-for-final typing 
at the document originators typing station. 

For the OCR systems user, this revolutionary feature enables every typist 
in the company to more effectively use the word processing system. Documents 
can be typed first-time-for-final at the secretary's desk using an 
attractive, letter-quality typeface—Hendrix Gothic. Should revision be 
necessary, the TYPEREADER 2 will scan, recognize and include underlined 
characters in the text, and forward the document electronically to the word 
processor. 

Underlining recognition provides the added benefit of simplified and more 
complete media conversion by scanning existing documents from one brand of 
word processor, printed in either Hendrix Gothic element or OCR-B typewheel 
with underline, and routinely reading them into other word processors. 

Previously, reprinting and editing were required to eliminate all underlining 
prior to scanning.

The TYPEREADER 2 offers approved communication interfaces to all current 
brands of word processors. Despite differences in how word processing units 
handle underlining, the TYPEREADER 2 scanned-copy with underline will appear 
on the word processing screen exactly as if it had been entered via the word 
processor keyboard. 

"Hendrix is not only unique in its ability to read and process single-spaced, 
underlined copy, but has accomplished this breakthrough while retaining 
its industry leadership for recognition accuracy, lowest price, and unequalled 
interfacing and communications capabilities," said Stephen R. Silver, 
Vice-President. 

The new underlining feature is available as a factory installed option on 
orders received after March 1, 1980, with standard 90-day delivery. The 
option adds $2,000.00 to the manufacturer's suggested price of $15,900.00. As 
with past enhancements to the Hendrix TYPEREADER line, a retrofit kit to 
upgrade installed machines will be offered. Availability of the retrofit kit 
is third quarter 1980. 

Underlining will be demonstrated at the IWP Spring Symposium show in New York, 
February 26-28, and at the NCC Office Automation conference in Atlanta,

The TYPEREADER 2 underline processor option provides 
the capability to read and process underscored copy. 

The ability to read underlined text with an aesthetically 
pleasing typestyle removes the final format restriction to 
typing for OCR. 

With the underline processor option, typists can type first- 
time-for-final in addition to rough draft using the Hendrix 
Gothic type element. If no editing changes are required, 
the document can be scanned without retyping. However, 
if changes are required, the TYPEREADER 2 can quickly 
scan the text and output the data, complete with underlin¬ 
ing, to your word processor for subsequent revisions. 
Media conversion is facilitated using TYPEREADER 2 with 
the optional underlining feature. Text can be printed out on 
the word processor, using OCR-A or OCR-B with 
underlines, and read and processed through the OCR into 
a different word processor. 

Underlined text can be read in single line spacing, line and 
one half spacing or double spacing in either 10 or 12 pitch.
